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Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Group I (claims 1-4) is directed towards a method for minimizing IDZ in a multi- 
pass system that includes receiving data, inspecting it to determine a lead and trail edge 
blank borders and adjusting imaging and paper delivery timings to increase printing 
speed. 

Group II (claims 5-20) is directed towards a method for managing IDZ including 
identifying and determining the length of a leading edge, comparing the length to a 
predetermined value and adjusting image process timing. 

The species are independent or distinct because: Group I is directed towards 
inspecting both a leading and trailing edge, whereas Group I focuses only on a leading 
edge, until claims 9-13 which then claims finding the trailing edge. Also, Group II clearly 
defines from which scanline to which scanline would consist the leading and trailing 
edges. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentable distinct species 
due to their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of 
search (e.g. searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or 
employing different search queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would 
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not likely be applicable to another species; and/or the species are likely to raise different 
non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 U.S.C.1 12, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species to be examined even though the requirement may be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

The election of the species may be made with or without traverse. To preserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly 
and specifically point out supposed errors in the election of species requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
